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Suspected ‘revenge attack' stabber jailed for 14 years 

KNIFEMAN

A MAN was jailed on his birthday 
last week for stabbing a man in 
Westcliff, in what is thought to have 
been a botched ‘revenge attack’ 
after his brother was convicted of 
murder. 

Tahmid Alam was convicted on 
Friday, December 11 - his 19th 
birthday - of possessing a knife and 
inflicting grievous bodily harm 
with intent. He was handed a 14- 
year sentence. 

Alam, of Roseville Road, 
Middlesex, along with an unknown 
accomplice, was accused of ram¬ 
ming a driver off the road, in June, 
2015, then stabbing him in the 
chest through an open car window. 

Jurors found him guilty after a 
two-day trial at Basildon Crown 
Court last week. 

The court heard the victim - who 
the YA has chosen not to name - 
was driving in Westcliff on June 16, 
when he was flagged down by two 
friends. 

He testified via video link on 


Wednesday, December 9: “When 
they got in the car they seemed 
uneasy. Then they saw something 
or someone that made them pan¬ 
icky. They said, “Can you get us out 
of here? 

“As we turned from Victoria 
Avenue into West Road, I saw a car 
coming up behind us. They pulled 
alongside me and I assumed they 
were going to come past. Before I 
could turn left, they side-swiped 
my car.” 

The victim testified that a black 
man exited from the driver’s side of 
the car and an Asian man - who he 
later identified as Tahmid Alam 
from a virtual line-up of nine men - 
exited from the passenger side. 

He told jurors that in order to 
fight off what he thought were 
punches through his window, he 
turned towards the window to 
defend himself with his arms, giv¬ 
ing him a direct view of his attack¬ 
er’s face. 

After the men ran back to their 
car, the victim drove off without 
realising he had been stabbed. 

He testified: “Just after we drove

off, I notice my shirt was sticking to 
me. I put my hand on my chest and 
noticed there was blood coming 
from my chest.” 

The court heard the incident was 


captured on CCTV at around 5pm 
but the victim did not report the 
attack until almost midnight. 

He testified that, realising the 
wound was ‘not life-threatening’, 
he had gone with his two friends to 
a house in Southend. 

Once there, he said the men told 
him the stabbing was a revenge 
attack, connected to a recent trial 
over the death of Hassan 
Mohammed, 24, in Southend. 

Mr Mohammed, from 
Camberwell, was stabbed twice in 
York Road on July 7, 2014, and 
died the following day in Southend 
Hospital. 

Tahmid Alam was among five 
people who were acquitted in the 
murder trial at Chelmsford Crown 
Court, but his older brother Tajwar, 
then 19, was convicted on May 28. 

The victim testified that he 
believed one of the two friends in 
his car had been connected to the 
trial. The two men told him they 
believed the attacker was Tahmid 
Alam.

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New pelican crossing 
finally gets approval

JUBILANT Shoebury councillor 
Mike Assenheim has been given the 
green light for a crossing to get 
pedestrians safely across a busy road. 

Councillor Assenheim has been 
campaigning for years for a crossing 
on North Shoebury Road. 

However, due to budgetary con¬ 
straints, he said the local authority 
was unable to fund the project. 

Determined Independent Cllr 
Assenheim tracked down an organi¬ 
sation called the Safer Roads 
Initiative and spoke to their chief 
executive about his concerns. 

Thrilled Cllr Assenheim called the 
YA on Friday to share the good news 
that a pelican crossing will be funded 
by the Safer Roads Initiative organi¬ 
sation. 

He said; “I am absolutely delighted 
with this news. 

“I have been in contact with 


Michael Woodford who runs the 
Safer Roads Foundation. 

“He emailed me this week to let me 
know the organisation will fund the 
£45,000 needed while he was on hol¬ 
iday in Thailand.” 

Mr Woodford said: “I was so 
impressed with councillor 
Assenheim’s campaign and felt it 
deserved our backing.” 

Councillor Assenheim began his 
campaign in earnest after witnessing 
how scores of youngsters almost lost 
their lives crossing the road. 

He added: “The youngsters cross 
the road to get food at the supermar¬ 
ket opposite their school. 

“Last week, I saw a young boy who 
narrowly escaped with his life; a 
lorry was just inches away from hit¬ 
ting him. 

“The problem with the road is a 
hump back bridge which hides any 
oncoming vehicles from pedestrians 
wanting to cross that road. 

“The crossing will be a pelican sig¬ 
nalled one, not just a zebra crossing. 

“Sometimes drivers don’t stop at 


zebra crossings, and with the poor 
visibility of this road and due to the 
fact that it is a fast road, we had to opt 
for signals.” 

Road safety experts Safer Motoring 
said pelican crossings were the safest 


way to cross any busy road. 

A spokesman said; “Pedestrian 
crossings can be dangerous for those 
trying to cross the road. 

“In built-up areas, 20 per cent of road 
accidents are near these crossings.” 



Law gives hotel fraudster his final bill 


A SOUTHEND man has been jailed 
after taking luxury hotel breaks and 
billing an airline. 

Alexander Christopher Wood, 34, 
of Clifftown Parade, was given a 
three-and-a-half year prison sentence 
at Southwark Crown Court on 
Wednesday, December 9. 

Wood had previously pleaded guilty 
at Southwark Crown Court to 11 counts 
of fraud by false representation. 

The court heard how Wood had 
made reservations for himself at 
Edwardian Group Hotels on ten 
occasions between June 18 and July 
11 under the false name of ‘Mr 


Palmer’ and on one occasion claimed 
to be the Duke of Marlborough. 

The bookings were made using dif¬ 
ferent email addresses that claimed to 
be making reservations for a British 
Airways employee, and instructed the 
hotel to invoice the cost of the reser¬ 
vation to the airline. 

The 11 frauds totalled more than 

£8,000. 

Wood admitted he had attended the 
hotels and made use of accommoda¬ 
tion and amenities, saying he targeted 
those particular high-profile hotels 
because he knew they could bear the 
cost of the financial loss. 


Throughout the month of reserva¬ 
tions, Wood stayed at the Grange 
Wellington Hotel, The Mayfair Hotel, 
The Raddison Blu, both at Canary 
Wharf and at Cromwell Road. 

His stay at the Mayfair Hotel 
between June 18 and June 25 
incurred a bill of £2,399.50. On 
checking out. Wood claimed that his 
bill should be sent to British Airways. 

Investigating officer. Detective 
Constable Keeley Pemberton from 
Westminster CID said: “This was an 
audacious string of offences, the reg¬ 
ularity of which played a part in 
bringing his crimes to notice.”

• COURAGEOUS crews from 
Southend’s RNLI team braved gale 
force winds and rough seas to rescue 
two kite surfers in serious trouble. 

The thrill-seekers were kite surfing 
off East Beach, Shoeburyness. 

RNLI bosses said despite the 
dangerous conditions, their crew 
“made best speed” to bring the thrill- 
seekers safely back to shore. 

One of the kite boards had drifted 
into the MOD’S restricted area in 
Shoeburyness and was not 
salvageable. 

Lifeboat bosses said kite surfing can 
be an extremely dangerous sport. 

Two years ago, a strong gust of 
wind smashed a kite sufer into the 
seawall in Chalkwell. 

The accident left him with five 
broken ribs, tore his stomach and 
ruptured the largest artery in the 
body - the aorta. 

Despite being unconscious for two- 
and-a-half weeks, determined Mark 
Warren from Southend resumed kite 
surfing last year. 

The Maritime and Coastguards 
agency urged water sport fans to keep 
a close eye on dangerous waves. 

A spokesman said: “The sea is 
unpredictable, and what looks like 
fun could end in tragedy. 

“Choppy water can sap your 
strength and make you too tired 
to swim.” 

# BEWARE of the perils of an 
under-cooked turkey - that’s the 
message from Southend health chiefs.

The Food Standards Agency 
said that washing a raw turkey is 
disastrous because harmful bacteria 
splashes from raw meat and poultry 
onto worktops, chopping boards, 
dishes and utensils.

The victim said he asked the men if they 
would speak to the police about his stab¬ 
bing but they refused, so he went to 
Westcliff Police Station, where police 
called paramedics who transferred him to 
Southend Hospital. 

The next day. Met Police officers in Tower 
Hamlets stopped the car involved in the 
stabbing. They found Tahmid Alam with a 
foot-long knife in the front passenger side. 

However, Her Honour Judge Leigh, pre¬ 
siding over the trial, banned jurors from 
hearing about the knife because there was 
no evidence it was involved in the stabbing. 

The next day - two days after the attack - 
the victim picked Alam out in an identifica¬ 
tion parade. 

Judge Leigh allowed jurors to hear about 
two prior knife offences - a 2012 robbery in 
which Alam threatened the victim with a 
blade, and an occasion in 2013 when he was 
caught carrying a lock knife. 

But she barred jurors from hearing about 
a 2011 robbery, committed with his brother 
Taj war, in which the pair threatened a youth 
with a knife and stole his mobile phone. 

Defence barrister Christian Wasunna sug¬ 
gested the victim had seen Tajwar Alam’s 
picture online - made public after his mur¬ 
der conviction - and picked out somebody 
who could be his brother. 

The victim told jurors: “That would make 
no difference to me. I picked out the person 
who looked like the person who had 
attacked me.” 

Jurors believed the victim and convicted 
Alam after one hour’s deliberations. 

Judge Leigh gave Alam a 14-year 
‘extended sentence’. He will serve 10 years 
in custody and four more on licence.

• POLICE chiefs have vowed 
to do more to tackle Essex child 
abuse following a scathing 
HMIC report. 

Essex Police chief constable 
Stephen Kavanagh announced 
on Tuesday December 15 that 
more than 600 officers will 
undertake intensive public 
protection training by March 
2016. He added that all front¬ 
line officers will be trained “as 
soon as possible”. 

Responding to the shock 
inspection report on child abuse, 
he called on vulnerable people 
and those abused to come 
forward. 

He said: “I give the people of 
Essex my commitment we will 
not rest until we have improved 
our culture as a force and the 
processes by which we work.” 

• DECADES of “complacent” 
policing has contributed to 
failures in tacking child abuse 
in Essex. 

Police chief Stephen Kavanagh 
and Crime Commissioner Nick 
Alston pointed the finger at 
their predecessors for failures 
to tackle domestic violence 
and abuse. 

Mr Kavanagh said: “It will 
take time to fix what policing 
nationally has failed across 
the decades, but the work we 
need to do to fix these issues 
is already underway.” 


Essex kids not safe 
from sexual abuse 


ESSEX Police has been rated as 
“inadequate” in protecting children 
from sexual exploitation. 

HMIC inspectors described “sig¬ 
nificant weaknesses” in Essex 
Police’s response to missing and 
absent children and its prepared¬ 
ness to tackle child sexual abuse. 

The report, released on Tuesday 
December 15, blames poor training 
and supervision within the force. 

It reads: “There is a lack of 
understanding amongst many 
frontline staff about how to identi¬ 
fy, respond to and safeguard vul¬ 
nerable victims. 

“The force is struggling to pro¬ 
vide an effective service to victims 
from the point at which they first 
contact the police. There are signif¬ 
icant backlogs of incidents where 
police have not attended nor con¬ 
tacted the victim after their initial 
call. HMIC is especially concerned 
the backlog contains a high number 
of domestic abuse incidents. 

“The force is working hard to 
reduce this backlog, but more 
needs to be done as the delays 
mean some victims receive a poor 
response from the outset, and the 
force is unable to offer them appro¬ 
priate and tailored support.” 

Essex Police chief constable 
Stephen Kavanagh and Crime 
Commissioner Nick Alston both

described the report as “disap¬ 
pointing” and of “concern”. 

They insisted that officer training 
was already underway to deal with 
the unresolved cases. 

Mr Kavanagh described the find¬ 
ing as “profoundly disappointing” 
but offered a series of excuses for 
his force’s failures. 

He said: “These are the hardest 
crimes to deal with and they have 
required officers to develop a 
whole new range of skills. 

“The journey to improve what we 
do takes time and there will be dif¬ 
ficulties during that journey. The 
way we deal with domestic abuse 


and protect vulnerable people in 
Essex has changed in the six 
months since we were inspected. 
And we recognise our cultures and 
processes must continue to change.” 

Mr Kavanagh described how 
officers were dealing with hun¬ 
dreds of calls a week from victims. 

Nick Alston, Police and Crime 
Commissioner for Essex, said: 
“The force must ensure the struc¬ 
tures and working practices pro¬ 
vide the best possible protection 
for those at risk of domestic abuse, 
including any children in the 
household, and target and monitor 
abusive perpetrators effectively.”

A WORK colleague said 
she was thinking of 
moving from Rayleigh 
to Leigh, but was reluctant 
because of the ‘lack’ of 
countryside. 

Apart from cliffs and fore¬ 
shore, she had a point. But 
there is a series of green 
plots wedged into north 
west Leigh; and, in winter, 
they are more peaceful than 
a wet alley after dark. 

The path around Great, 
West, Pound, Starvelark, 
Wyburns and Tile woods 
can be accessed from 
Belfairs Park golf course, a 
15-minute hike from Leigh 
Station. Trees form a 400- 
acre grove of oak, sweet 
chestnut, hornbeam and 
holly, circling Bramble Hall 
and Daws Heath Road. 
Once the haunt of druid rit¬ 
ual, the pagan silence is still 
deafening. At times I feel the 
need to check I’m not lost. 
The lonely walker unwittingly 
disturbs the quiet by spook¬ 
ing flocks of wood pigeon in 
the canopy. The birds burst 
into the air, beating their 
frightened wings louder 


around the ‘leys’ 


than firecrackers, catching 
me out every time. 

The wooded areas were 
defined in pre-Saxon times 
by homesteads created in 
the tree ‘clearings’, known 
as ‘leighs’, ‘lees’ or ‘leys’. 

Clearance gave its name 
to the surrounding Ray¬ 
leigh, Had-leigh, Hock-ley, 
Thunders-ley, etc. These 
plots and their grassy pas¬ 
tures were used as com¬ 
mon land strips running 
from the Thames, north¬ 
wards. There agricultural 
and mystical worth was 
associated with the magical 
Brittle Brook, until the 
Norman invaders claimed 
the land as their own in 
1066. In later centuries, the 
woods became associated 
with two industries: charcoal 
and smuggling (from Old 
Leigh). The charcoal has 
long gone. The police heli¬ 
copter still buzzes overhead 
late into the urban night.

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HISTORY ON YOUR DOORSTEP 


Residence at Dedham 


SIR Alfred Munnings (1878-1959) 
was a major figure in the great tra¬ 
dition of English equestrian art, and 
celebrated for his representations of 
English rural life in the first half 
of the 20th century. Immensely suc¬ 
cessful, yet controversial, he was 
the scourge of modem art while 
president of the Royal Academy. 

As a boy, in 1898, Munnings vis¬ 
ited Flatford on the Essex/ Suffolk 
border with his father. Looking 
back to those days he wrote, “We 
found it beautiful, unspoilt, as in the 
days of Constable. The mill was 
working - no curiosity for sight¬ 
seers then. There were locks, 
barges, towpaths and horses. No 
bottles or food wrappers littering 
the meadows. No sound of car or 
char-a-banc [horse-drawn carriage 
or early motor coach]. Only the 
sound of the mill, the ducks in the 
stream and the breeze in the trees.” 

As an adult, Munnings followed 
in the footsteps of his artistic inspi¬ 
ration, John Constable, and bought 
the ‘house of his dreams’ - Castle 
House in Dedham - where he lived 
and worked for more than 40 years. 
His desire to make his paintings 
accessible after his death in 1959 
resulted in Lady Munnings opening 
Castle House to the public in 1961. 

Today, The Munnings Collection, 
of more than 650 paintings, wel¬ 
comes visitors from all over the 
world, with changing displays of the 
artist’s work. There is also an amaz¬ 
ing archive of letters, photographs 
and artifacts presented throughout 
the rooms of this elegant Tudor and 
Georgian building. 

Visitors can get a sense of the

working artist from his surviving 
studio in the grounds; and learn 
more about the man from the 
original furniture, photographs and 
personal items, all of which are still 
in place in Castle House. One 
undoubted highlight being Lady 
Mannings’ stuffed Pekinese dog 
‘Black Knight’ in a glass case! 

Incidentally, Munnings was also 
one of the fundraisers for 
Gainsborough’s House in nearby 
Sudbury - now a museum dedicated 
to the leading British painter also 
inspired by the landscape of the 
Essex / Suffolk border.

Rather than the precept 
money being divided by the 
three emergency services, 
money should be 'ring-fenced' 
to ensure it is 

ploughed into the police 
force. 

Southend councillor for pub¬ 
lic protection Martin Terry said 
this could save savage police 
cuts where hundreds of police 
officers and PCSO’s will 


be forced to leave the service 
following a raft of government 
austerity measures. 

Councillor Terry said: 
“Southend has the second low¬ 
est precept in the country - all 
we need to do is add 5Op a 
week to the bill. 

“If the precept was increased, 
we could get police back on the 
streets. 

“Everyone wants to see more 


police out. 

“Southend has scrapped the 
drug squad, the retail police 
team and won't come out for 
anti social behaviour or bur¬ 
glaries. 

“I would be happy to pay 
extra, providing there is an 
absolute guarantee the money 
will be used for more police. 

“50p a week would pay for 
around 500 police officers.”

Ready, Jedi, GO! 


STAR WARS EPISODE VII: 
THE FORCE AWAKENS (12A, 
135 mins) 


T he nail-biting wait is 
almost over. More than 
10 years after Anakin 
Skywalker was seduoed by 
the dark side of the Foroe 
and wielded a light sabre in 
battle against his mentor 
Obi-Wan Kenobi in Star 
Wars Episode III: Revenge 
Of The Sith, the seventh 
ohapter of George Luoas' 
sprawling saga lands in a 
whirlwind of frenzied hype. 

Direotor JJ Abrams, who 
revitalised the Star Trek fran- 
ohise, sits in the direotor's 
ohair for this new instal¬ 
ment, whioh is set approxi¬ 
mately 30 years after the 
tumultuous events of Return 
Of The Jedi. 

Miraoulously, plot details 
have remained under a veil of 
seoreoy sinoe the film began 
shooting in April 2014, and 
Abrams has masterminded a 


refreshingly restrained mar¬ 
keting oampaign that has 
propelled ardent fans on 
sooial media to the brink of 
meltdown with eaoh tantalis¬ 
ing behind-the-soenes pho¬ 
tograph or trailer.

destroyed the Death Star. 

Han Solo (Harrison Ford), 
Luke Skywalker (Mark 
Hamill) and Prinoess Leia 
(Garrie Fisher) - now referred 
to as General Organa - bear 
the deep emotional soars of 
their enoounters with the 
dark side of the Foroe, 
whioh is led by Supreme 
Leader Snoke (Andy Serkis) 
and his dangerous and 
unprediotable protege, Kylo 


Ren (Adam Driver). 

This battle royale brings 
together new heroes and vil¬ 
lains ineluding soavenger Rey 
(Daisy Ridley) from the desert 
planet Jakku, First Order 
stormtrooper Finn (John 
Boyega) who possesses an 
important artefaet, and fear¬ 
less Resistanoe X-wing pilot 
Poe Dameron (Osoar Isaao). 

Their fates entwine with 
pirate and oanteen owner 
Maz Kanata (Lupita Nyong'o), 
ruthless First Order base 
leader General Hux 
(Domhnall Gleeson) and 
beloved sidekioks 
Ghewbaooa (Peter Mayhew), 
G-3PO (Anthony Daniels) and 
R2-D2 (Kenny Baker). 

Prepare for reoord-break- 
ing box offioe takings and 
gnashing of teeth as plot 
spoilers leak online following 
the film's world premiere on 
Deoember 14 in Los

After working her way up through many 
exams, it was when she was 14 that one of 
the teaohers suggested she go into oompeti- 
tive danoing. She danoed with two other part¬ 
ners for around a year eaoh before being 
introduoed to Vinoent, who had moved to 
Guildford when he was 17. Vinoent, whose 
parents both professionally teaoh Ballroom 
and Latin, had also been teaohing danoing in 
Italy sinoe the age of 12. 

During their 20 year oareer together, 
Vinoent and Flavia's titles have inoluded UK 
Professional Ten Danoe ohampions 2002- 
2006; UK Professional Show Danoe oham¬ 
pions 2003-2006; UK Argentine Tango 
ohampions 2006 - the first time the oompe- 
tition has ever been held; World Argentine 
Tango Show ohampions 2005/2006; UK 
Ballroom ohampions for several years; and 
World and European Ten Danoe and Show 
Danoe finalists 2002-2006. 

In 2006 they moved away from oompeti- 
tions and into reourring roles on BBG's Striotly 
Gome Danoing from the fourth series 
onwards, and in 2008 and 2009, Vinoent and 
Flavia took part in the Striotly Gome Danoing 
live tour and, before hitting the road with 
Striotly Gome Danoing - the Professionals UK 
tour at the beginning of 2010.

There's the 
Gharleston, Lindy Hop, Gha-Gha - there's 
everything in there. There are also West End 
danoers and singers and a beautiful set and 
brilliant lighting." 

While the tour will be the last, their part¬ 
nership will oontinue into the new year and 
beyond. 

"We would love to get a West End show," 
adds Flavia. "It's always lovely to be per¬ 
forming in London. We have various options 
at the moment. We're just going to have a 
little think over the Ghristmas break."

Brian Jeeves reporting

INJURY hit 
West Ham 
United 
picked up a 
useful Bar¬ 
clays Pre¬ 
mier League 
point from 
this goalless, 
but otherwise entertaining 
encounter with Stoke City. 

With their casualty list continuing 
to lengthen, even the most opti¬ 
mistic of Hammers fans could see 
this was going to be a tough after¬ 
noon. New Zealand international 
Winston Reid being the latest casu¬ 
alty, joining a week previous. Dim¬ 
itri Payet, Diafra Sakho, Victor 
Moses and Manuel Lanzini on the 
Upton Park treatment table. 

Nevertheless, despite having not 
tasted a Premier League victory in 
five outings. West Ham would have 
taken heart from a battling perfor¬ 
mance, and a point against Man¬ 
chester United at Old Trafford. 

Visitors Stoke City, under the 
guidance of Mark Hughes, arrived 
in East London in a bullish mood 
having impressively dispatched 
Manchester City at the Britannia 
Stadium, with Austrian striker 
Marko Arnautovic having taken the 
plaudits with a virtuoso display in 
scoring both of the Potters goals. 

But it was West Ham who started 


the brighter, and came close to open¬ 
ing the scoring when Cheil^ou 
Kouyate’s fierce drive was beaten 
away by Jack Buckland. 

Seconds later the Potters England 
international keeper did well to cling 
to Michail Antonio’s piledriver as the 
Hammers probed for an early opener. 

Meanwhile, Stoke went close when 
Marco van Ginkel was a whisker 
away from making contact with 
Ibrahim Afellay’s delicious centre. 

The visitors went even closer 
when van Ginkel somehow managed 
to fire wide from close range, this 
after more great flank play from 
Afellay. 

Stoke had settled, and should have 
taken the lead when Arnautovic 
directed agonisingly the wrong side 
of an upright after former Hammers 
favourite Glen Johnson had picked 
him out. Indeed, an air of unease had 
taken hold of the Boleyn faithful as 
their charges struggled to make any 
real headway against a resolute Pot¬ 
ters rearguard. 

The Hammers rallied, but Buck- 
land was equal to James Collins’ 
goalbound effort following a melee 
in the Stoke box. 

The home side went even closer 
when Erik Pieters managed to 
deflect Michail Antonio’s effort over 
after Cresswell had delivered from 
the left. 

After the break West Ham turned 
the screw. Collins went close to tun¬ 
ing home Mauro Zarate’s pinpoint 
flag-kick, while Buckland scram¬ 
bled Andy Carroll’s diving header to 
safety. 


Buckland continued to frustrate 
the Hammers, this time palming 
away Antonio’s attempted scissor- 
kick. At the other end Arnautovic 
tested Adrian, but the Spaniard was 
handily placed to rebuff the effort. 

Stoke came desperately close to 
grabbing the lead when Arnautovic’s 
deflected dead-ball effort cannoned 
back off the bar, Bojan uncharacter¬ 
istically firing the rebound high into 
the stand. 

The end-to-end nature of the con¬ 
test continued. Buckland produced a 
brilliant one-handed save as Cress- 
well’s strike looked set for the top 
comer of the Potters net, while Adri¬ 
an used his feet to deny Arnautovic 
after Bojan had slipped him in. 

In the closing stages Zarate’s thun¬ 
dering strike beat Buckland, but 
much to the home crowds anguish 
came back off the foot of the post. 
Then Buckland needed every inch of 
his frame to tip over Kouyate’s out¬ 
rageous free-kick from all of 35- 
yards. 

But Stoke almost snatched it when 
substitute Marne Biram Diouf shot 
straight at Adrian after Bojan had 
once again crafted the opening. 

Deep into stoppage time Johnson 
denied West Ham what would have 
been a dramatic winner, nodding 
Kouyate’s header off the line after 
James Tomkins had hooked back 
into the danger zone. 

Speaking after the game, a satis¬ 
fied Slaven Bilic stated: “It was a 
very entertaining draw, and an enter¬ 
taining game. It was full of energy, 
high tempo and both teams defend¬ 


ed really well. 

“You had to create something real¬ 
ly special to open the gate and find 
that space, to get a clear cut chance, 
both teams have done that from the 
counter attacks and the set pieces. 

“It was a very good game, it could 
have ended 1-1 or 2-2, with a little bit 
of luck we could have won this game, 
but so could they. It was a fair result.” 

Stoke City chief Mark Hughes said: 
“I think it was a close game, I t hink as 
0-0’s go there was plenty of incident. 
Somebody told me there were 30-odd 
attempts on goal between both teams. 
I think as 0-0’s go it was a reasonable 
spectacle, I thii^ we certainly played 
our part in that. 

“All in all it was a decent game, a 
different test for us today in compar¬ 
ison to last week.”
